| ES diligence to prevent the brand of a black cole : 
nevertheleſle all induſtry applyed, he ſhall not paſſe without blo. 
quy and afperſion. _ ; 

This very confideration hath ſo atrighted and deterred me, that 
albeit I have had many great motives exciting me to make a tender 
ofthe Love, Duty, and Service I beare to my Country; yet when I 
doe contemplate the many cenſures I muſt undergoe, I have beene | 
evermore diſheartened as well from beginning, as going forwards in | 
this my deſired purpoſe, Notwithſtanding partly through the re. | 
{pet Ibeare to my Countries profit and honour, and partly by | 
meanes of the importunity of many my right Noble and generous 
friends, who have bcen eyc-witneſles to ſundry of my Cures, and 
thoſe not a tew uncouth and rare : I have adventured even now in

; he paſſeth along, than are commonly caſt upon a Comet or the Sun

ſome Horle paſſeth along, we may obſerve the people not onely

! Sithence then the Horſe is a creature ſo generous, and therefore 
 ſomuch liked and beloved ot all, in my poore jadgement, it ſheuld 
ſuit very well with every Gentleman of worth, ranke, and qualiry, 
| to endeavour (ifnot to breed, yctat leaſt) to be mafters of ſuch Hor- 
ſes (which he muſt keep) that ſhall be truely handſome and comely, 
rightly bred, of good colour, cleanc ſhape, well marked, and fingu- 
| larly well ridden and made, and ſo he ſhall the berter advance his 
| honour and reputation, 

' Having now bred, or otherwiſe by thy diligent endeavours attai- 
ned unto ſuch Horkes 2s be truely good, and for thy turnezthe ſecond 
thing to be thought of, is, if they be not already made unto thy hand 

as thou deſireſt to have them, that thou then doe procure ſuch a Ri. 

der, who is known to be a maſter of his Art, or otherwiſe thon wile 
| be much deceived, and farre roſccke of enjoying thy wiſhed defires, 
and thbrefore I have giventhee inftrntions how to make thy choice

if thou wilt be pleaſed to make uſe of theſe my rudiments, and pun. ; 
Qually obſerve theſe my grounds and (principles, aſſure thy {cltc 
chou wilt in ſhort time aſpire to that which will be thy honour and | 
renown. 

Andto the end thou mayeſt the more perfectly and eafily under- | 
ſtand the full drift and ſumme of this my firſt Booke, Il will here give | 
unto thee an Epitome of it in a tew lines, which may doe thee much | 
pleaſure inthe peruſall thereof, 

In the Introduction, I ſhew thee how needfull a creature the Horſe 
is beyond all others, and what admirable things Horſes in former 
times have perpetrated and done, whereot I produce thee inſtances 
of the famous ads of ſundry brave and generous Horſes, whoſe love 
to their Maſters have been ſo great great, as hardly to be credited, if 
[ancient Hiſtories and Annals of good integrity, had not engraven 
them in the memory of never-dying poſterity. We reade of Bucepha- 
lus what he did forthe good, life, and _ of his Maſter; ot the 
Horſe of Di ,with what undauntedcourage he comported him- 
Hrropi ery 0 C 
alſo of the Horſe of 4ntiochws, what ill ſucceſle befell Centurettae, 
who when he had ſlaine Antiochas, would needs backe the Horle of 
his ſlaine Maſter. Ir is alſo noted what inly love Nicomedes his Horic 
bare to his Lord and Maſter, when after his death of meerc gricte, 
famiſhed himſelfe. We reade of Aethon,the Horſe of Palas,who was 
evidently obſcrved and ſcen to weep at the funcrall of his Maſter. 
Silias makes report of two famous Horſes called Pelorms and Cireas, 
the one eminent for his prowefle and hardinefle in warre, and the 0- 
ther for his unparalclled ſwiftnefle. Moreover we may reade, how 


tor the relicfe and ſuccour of his Lord; it is recorded | 


that this poore creature hath ſo well merited of man, as that many 
havee Monuments and Sepulchers, celebrated Excquies, buil- 
ded and founded munificent Cities, ſet up Pyramidies, made Epi- 
,creQed goodly Statues, inſtituted Playes and Games; and all 
theſc in honour ot the Horlezbeſides many other remarkable things 
right worthy of note. ys 
| Intheway of Breeding, I do intimate unto thee the manner how, 
the ſeaſon when, the place where,together with the colours, marks, 
and ſha well of thy Stalions,as of thy R ace,or Stud Mares,and 
| from what defects they muſt be free: what Signes are beſt wherein 
to cover, what courſe totake with them that they -may conceive, 
what exerciſe is fitteſt for thera as well when they be with Fole, as 
after foling; howto cheriſh thy Mares when their Colts ſhall runne 


by them, and how to breed up thy Colts till they cometo handling, 
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backing, and riding, with other circumſtances very neceſſary to be 
' known: and thus much briefly for the firſt Book. 
| The ſecond Booke confiſteth chicfly of the manner how thou 
| mayeſt cure all ſuch diſcaſes#nd maladics (both intrinſecall and ex- 
trinſecall) whereunto citheethe life of the Horſe,or any of his limbs 
or members may be any way endamaged or in er. This I have | 
| handled by way of familiar;Dialogue, which I hold to be beſt, tor a= 
voyding of prolix and over-tedious diſcourſes, by reaſon it will ve- 
ry much help the memory of the Reader, and keep his minde the 
better attent upon the ſtate of the Queſtion or ſubjeR in hand,and by 
that meanes I may my ſclte be the better able alſo ro explicate and 
deliver my meaning, much more cleercly. In which Dialogue, I 
have introduced as prolocutors, three perſons onely, viz. Firſt, Hip- 
pophilus a Gentleman, one who is the true lover of the Horſe: See 
| condly, Hippiarrus the Ferrier or Mariſhall, one moſt expert in 
Horle- Ro cratt: And thirdly, Hippeſerus his Servant or Tourney- | 
/ man, ſometimes his apprentice bred up by him, from whom Xippe- ; 
' {ers hath had his education and knowledgein this Art : theſe be all 
' the Dramatis perſone to this Scene, Wherefore inthe firſt Chapter, | 
I doe endeavour to illuſtrate unto thee the true Office of the Ferrier, 
whercin I do produce an exact examen of his function. 
In the ſecond Chapter, I do inculcate as well the cauſes of health 
as of ſickneſſe, whercin I make an abridgement of all thoſe things 
which all learned Phyſicians and Chirurgions (both antient and mo. 
 dern do from the grounds and principles of profound Philoſophy) 
| finde to govern and beare rule in the body of the Horſe, without 
| which he can have no fleſh, bones, finewes, bloud, or lite ir ſelfe, 
' wherewith to make up the entire ſtructure of an orginall body, and 
{uch are firſt the Elements; ſecondly, the Humours; thirdly, the na- 
 turall faculties; fourthly, the inſtrumentall members; fitthly, the 
ſpirits animall; ſixtly, the ſpirits vitall; ſeventhly, the naturall parts, 
and ſo of the reſidue. And —_ ſufficiently diſcuſſed all theſe 
things in due oxder and method, I do then ſhewthee what meanes | 
| we have to preſerve the Horſe from all inward diſcaſes, which Idoe 
 finde to be foure in number, viz. By Purge, by Sweat, by Phlebo- 
' tomy, and by Vomit : and thenI doprocced to inculcate unto thee 
; the cauſes of health and long life, which I do make to be in number 
; twelve, which ifrthou do well obſerve, they will redound ro thy 
[ grear utility and profir, | 
' Inthethird Chapter I do demonſtrate certaine things moſt befiz- 
| ting a Ferrier to know and underſtand well, before he ſhall take up- 
; on him ro adminiſter: in the handling whereof I do begin firſt with 
; the foure Elements, anatomizing untothee their true natures and ver-

have not tryed them, I would not adventure a probarum, Or ecce upon 


thattime togive them tor approved and warrantable, and to adde 
many more untothem which I have already by me, which I do for. 
beare to publiſh atthis preſent, albeit I do know many of them to be 


as probably geod as any of thoſe. 
Inthe other Chapters I goce cleane through the whole Alphabet,

$kilfull Ferrier ourrurall or Countrey Swwhs, For if the No- 
bility & Gentry of this our Ile of Great Briu4ine did truly know how 
honourable, and how commendable Horſemanſhip were, and how 
much they arc eſteemed and admired, who arethe true profeſſours 
thereof, they weuld labour more than they now doe, to breed and 
have Horſes;but it much troubleth me to ſee how little cſteeme 
Gentlemen now a dayes have thereof. Some Horſes they have, 
though not for Menage, yet tor Hunting ; but what manner of Hun. 
ting £ Fox-hunting forſooth, or Harriers which be as flecte as 
Grey-hounds wherewith they do ſo much over-ſtraine the 
of their poore Horſes ( forcing them over decpe-Fallowes, tough- 
Clayes, and wet and rough Lands)that albeit choſe Horſes be ſtrong 
and able , yet are they ſotoyled out therewith, asthat when t 
come home at night, they would pitty the heare of him who lover 
a Horſe, to ſee them ſo bemired , blouded, ſpurred, lamentably 
| ſpent, and tyred out : Whereas if ſuch Horſes had beene ridden to 
| thegreat Saddleand Cannon, they would have infinitely delighted 
all men who ſhould have beheld them. | 

| Butlet meeleave them vnto their toyleſome ſports, and let my 
ſpeech bee directed ro fuch Heroique and Generous Spirits, who 
| have adefireto informeand berter their underſtanding inthe ſecrers 
; of this brave Myſterie ;who if they have a will to bee edo@rinated 
| therein, then for a Mathematicall ground of true Horſe-manſhip, 1 
' muſt tell them,thatthey having and poſleſſing of good Horſes, yea 
and Riding it ſelf is little worth without the knowledge of the Ferri- 
015 Cratt, atthe leaſt inthe Theoriqueor $ we part, if notin 
the PraQtique: and therefore I could wiſhthat every worthy Gen- 
tleman ſhould have a good inſight thereinto, albex he doth not make 
it his Trade, Occupntion ; or frequent praftiſe and profeffion. Yet 
1c will not be amifle, he be ablero know every diſeaſe in a Horſe, its 
Symromes, and how it commeth,together with the true ſigne therof, 
; which indeed isa matterof very great conſequence. For when a 
Nobleman (Y. G. ) Knight, or Gentleman ſhall have a Horſe that 
Coth well merit his affetion, and which ſhall be for his turne, if any 
accicent or Malady ſhall befall him, albeit he may nor himſclfe take 
upon 1m the Cure, and to Drench, Blondy, or Drefle him with his 
owne hands ; yet ( ſending for a Ferrier ) be may diſcourſe with him 
uponthe Nature of the Diſcaſc, and thereby come to underſtand 
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whethe r the Ferrier ſpeaketh according to Art gr nor, and whether 
his intended courſe of adminiſtring, be anfwerable totrue Art & per- 
fe Science, and probably a ſecure way to perteR the Cure ; 1o as it 
the Maſter and Ownerof the Horſe be not himiclfe caabled with 
\ | ſome ſuperbciall knowledge at the leaſt , at what time he ſhall con- 
ſule with the Fervier, if not, ( I {ay)ablc to iudge of the Mans ſuffici- 
= (the Smith himſelfe being indeed inſufficient ) by miſtaking 
the Infirmity, he may ignorantly adminiſter or apply ſuch comrary 
Medicine, whereby inſtced of labouring to cure him, hee ſhall molt 
ealily and infallibly kill him, to the no ſmall regreet and griefe of the 
Owner.

this. But hercunto I anſwere, that theſe Men have no cauſe at all to 
teare any preiudice thereby z and I dare boldly affirme the promul- 
gation of Bookes will be ſo far from their harme or hinderance as 
that it will be infinitly to their benefit : for when they ſhall find any 
one Nobleman, Knight, or Gentleman who will undergoe ſo much 
paines as eyther to Blondy, Drench, Corofive, Cauterize, apply 
Cataplaſines, Emplayſters, Powders, Vnguents, or the liketo his 
Horſe, whatſocver he hath attained unto by reading, or otherwiſe ; 
ydh ſhall have a thouſand who upon any the leaſt accaſion will ſen d 
fora Ferrier to take the Cure in band. Againe, inſtced of this pre- 
tended preiudice, this commodity will accrew to my - brethren 
Smiths, Mariſhalls, and Ferriers, viz.they ſhall ( by promulgation of 
Bookcs of this Nature ) become much more able, and mba in {{u- 
djs, that is, much more learned and indoarinated inthis 

Faculty thenever they were before, by which meanes they will bee 
eſteemed much more famous and eminent, and cryed up for moſt 
expert and able Mca inghis Noble Science.

A F we will but take to obr ſerious conſideration 
9 how many great obligations we haveto admire 
- the infinice goodnefſe of Almighty God incre- 
, ating ſuch a marvellous number of creatures, 
mcerely forthe uſe and ſervice of men,whereot 
no one of them can'be wanting; and that a- 
© WHY mongſt them all, we'have none more uſefull, 
or which can be lefle ſpared, then the Horſe; no dumb creature 
more generous, nor any that commeth ſd6'neerc unto the pleaſure of 
man, none can ſerve him better intime of peace and warre,none bet- 
ter for manuring and tilling the carth, and to cauſe it to produce its 
truits; none more uſctull for bringing in the fruits of the earth; none 
more behoofetull to beare and carry him his-long and tedious jour. 
neyes, in heat and cold, rhrough thick and thin, by night and day, 
none better to caxry him from danger, and to land his maſter at the 
port of ſafety, then the Horſe : and for his paſtimes and recreations, 
no creature to be compared to this : neither is there any creature 
created by the great Creator of all things, which doth fo pertetly 
underſtand and connive with the nature and minde of man, or that 
| beareth a more inly love to man, as doth this poore creature the 
Horſe; for upon all occafions he ſweateth, hetrudgeth, he toyleth, 
he drudgeth, he moyleth, he laboureth pro wviribes, with great alacri 
ty and cheerefuln« fle (ſo long as his vitall ſpirits Jaſt) to give com- 
fort and content to him that teedeth and cheriſheth him, yea and that 
(1 fay) with ſuch joy and alacrity, as if (like to a reaſonable creature) 
he found himſclfe obliged thereto inthe bond of all fincere dury and 
gratitude. For ſhould I ſpeake rather like a Philoſopher then a Chri- 
ſtian, I could not but agnize nature to be admirable in all her works, 
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The Expert Ferrier, 


wherein man doth owe unto her infinite,and thoſe very great thanks, 
inthat ſhe hath accommodated and plentifully furniſhed him with all 
things needfull tor his uſe, as al{p-4n that ſhe hath propag ited (a- 
mongſt all orher) the Horſe, the moſt uſcfull for the ſervice of man, 
and who beſt acknowledgeth his Maſter. And that this may be the 
better anatomized,l will ſhew you what I finde recorded by authenti- 
call Aathorg of the cxcellency of this praiſe-worthy creature. 

The 1ſo-much-renowned Bucephalus, who carried his Maſter 
through ſo many conquered ki , ſeryes for an ple toall 
calving #ges, who would not ſuffer any man, but great Hlexander to 
backe him, who ſeemed to be proud at whagtigme he carried loglori- 
ous and vitorious a charge, and it is alſo writtenof him, that being 
wounded at the fiege and ſacking of Thebes, he carried him couragi- 
ouſly through the troops and throngs ofall the combatants, with 1n- 
credible valour and courage, notking atall eſteeming or prizing the 
loſſe of his bloud, being moſt defirous, and no lefle willing to do his 
maſter all faithfull ſervice, tothe utmoſt of his power, and to the cf- 
fuſion of the laſt drop of his bloud, labouring to purchaſe unto him- 
ſclfe by his (not to be parallelled) valour, and his rcloJute perleve- 
rance, a victorious advantage over the enemy. What never-dyi 
high renown, the horſe of Czſar got, I hold little inferiour to that gt 
Bucephalus? Dionyſius the tyrant of Sicily, ina great and well-f 
battell, was himielfe ſo hard - to it,that he was conſtrained to fot- 
ſake his horſe, nevertheleſſe the poore beaſt made his way through 
the throngs of the enemy; who all bloudy and miery as he was, gat 
him to a randevous his Stable, Centagretins of Galatia, having in bat- 
taile Alaine Amiochws, he ina bravado mounted his horſe, who ſoone 
tound by good experience, (albeit no whit to his advantage ) that the 
ſaid horſe retained a reſentment of the death of his flaine Maſter, for 
the horſe ſo ſoone as he felt this his new Lord upon his back, never 
gave oner flinging, yarking, plunging, and bownding, commanding 
the Bit with his tecth, launching out ſometimes this way, ſometimes 
that way, with ſo great impetuoſity and fury, that at length he caſt 
his raſh rider tothe earth, and then tellro him with his hecles, redou. 
bling his ſtrokes in ſo thick and violent a manner, not giving over till 
he had flain him out-right, whereby he gave him little cauſe to tri- 
umph and glory in his temerarious attempt. We reade of Nicomedes, 
King of Bithynia, whole Horſe ſo intirely loved him, as that his Ma. 
ſter was no-{ooner dead, but the Horſe preſently forlooke his meat, 
and ſo continued, untill ſuch time as he languiſhing for very griefe, 
dyed of famine. Yirgil, the Princeof Poets, maketh honourable men- 
tion of Aethon, the Horſe of Pallas, ſonne of Ewvander, who ſaith that 
this Acthon being preſent at the funerall of his maſter, wept for ſor. 
row, asStheſc two verſes do inculcate :

Silixs 1talicxs in his ninth Book, doth highly extoll two horſes, to 
wait, Felorws and Crews, ſpeaking of them in this manner : 


Ready Pelorus was to th hand and rayne, 
Obearent ſtill, and of 4 generous ftr aine - 

Hearing his Moſters voyce, Cirzus hies, 
' Fore the beholders, and the winde of flies, 


The tractableneſle and love that the Horſe beareth to man, have 
been the occaſion that ſundry great perſonages have reciprocally an. 
{wered it, by erefing of Statues,and by building of moſt famous Ci- 
ties tothcir honour 2nd memory. Alexander betore mentioned, foun- 
ded an opulent City in honour of Bacephalus, and gave it his name, 
and celebrated his exequics. The Egyptians erected moſt magnifi- 
cent Piramides, and ſumptuous ſepulchres to fuch horſes, as had ſer- 
ved them well in their warres. Oeavias Ceſar, and after him, Adrian | 
the Emperour, interred their Horſes with great pomp and ſolemni- 
tics, and cauſed famous Epitaphsto be engraven upon their monu- 
ments. The Emperour Commod#s,Cid the like to his Horſe Perfinus, 
and commanded that he ſhould be buried inthe F atican. Romulus did 
inſtirute Playes and Games called Equitie ,in honour of Horſes, and 
cauled them to be preſented inthe ficld of Mars. The Ethiopians did 
lo highly eſteem of theſe noble creatures, as that they armedtheir 
Helmets with the skins of Horſes, ſuffering their cares to remain on, 
and they did weare their tayles upon their Creſts, like as now a daies 
men uſe their plumes. Other nations have done the like,, who held 
Horſes in no little eſteem. We reade of Roman Empcerour, who 
made his Horſe a Senator. 1he ancient Aſtrologers bave likewiſe at- 
tributed ſo much to Horſes, - that they have placed one winged a- 
,mongſt the cceleſtiall ſignes. The Poets hold that the Fountaine 
(where the nine Muſes uſed to bath themſclves, and to drink) fprang 
up, by the blow ot the foot which Pegeſws gave againſtthe two ropt 
bill, Parnafſas. Neptune, God of the S-a,is lurnamed Hippize; by rea- 
ſon that (asthe Pocts doe fable) the firſt Horſe that was 'everſcen, 
received his origen trom him, or from a ſtone whereon Neptune had 
pqured water, | here remaineth much more to be faid in honour of 
the Hot ſe, then there hath beenalready delivered. Wherefore omit- 
ting turther Encomiums,and attributes, I haſten to martrers of greater 
conſequence. Sithence therefore thecale ſo ſtandeth, that this dumb 
creature iS by Almighty God givenunto man, as a creature of fo ute; | 
full izportonce; what thankfulneſle then are we bound to give unto 
him for ſo great a bleſſing and bencfit * And therefore: what dili-

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gence is required of us; yea, and what carefulnefle ought weto uſc. 
in travelling to attaine to-thus ſo neceſſary acreature inthe moſt ex- 
a& manner wearce able: Nor can this poſhbly- be acquired ro our 
true content, unlefſe we doe apply our beſt endeavours hercin, for 
the Ancients have this Proverb, Alrare and excellent things are hard 
| tocompaſſe : and therefore we oughtto apply allcare and induſtry to. 
attain unto good Horſes, which can never be {o well done, as by 
breeding them; for they muſt be the Horſes that will be able beſtro 
ſcrve usinthoſe offices whe reunto we ſhall intend them, according 
as hereafter ſhall be moſt exaRly illuſtrated.

once at the leaft, ro rake a true tale and inventary of every ſort of cat- 
tell he hath in his ſeverall grounds, for feare any ſhould be miſſing, 
or ſome misfortune befalnc any of them; and it hee ſhall finde any 
wanting, let him not reſt ſearching, untill he hath found itz and it it 
be in danger or ſicke, let him not give overhimſclte if he can,(other- 
wiſe let him haſte to call company and ſtrength enough)to free it out 
of harmes way. 

Now as touching the grounds themſelves, as I would not have 
them too rich, or too rank and deep with grafle; lo muſt they not be 
to0 barren, ſhort, and moſſie; tor as well in this ſubjeR;as in all other 
things, the golden meane is cvermore to be preferred. Having thus 
provided your ſelfe of a Stud of the choiceſt and ableſt Mares, for 
age, colour, ſhape, and marks, your Stallions alſo of like attributes 
yourcare muſt beto ſee your Mares well covered, forin this chiefly 
conſiſterh thelife and quinteſſence of your breeding. Be you therefore 
marycllous carcfull, that neither your Stallion or Mare, have any of 
theſe enſuing defects; viz.ncither Moon-cyes, watry-cyes,or Bloud- 
ſhotten-eyes, or other defeRt in their eyes or nght, no taint in their 


dex, Scllender,Splents,Spaven, Curb, Ring. ; oy 
hecles, or any the like ſorances; that they be not Cock-throp- 


led, but their Throples very looſe; for let either Stallion or Mare | 


have any of theſe maladies, then be you well aſſured their Colts will 
take them as g__—y trom their Parents : inſomuch as when you 
eſteem your ſelfe confident of ſuch young Horſes, you ſo much de- 
ſired ro be maſter of, you will be miſtaken; for inſtead of a Stirrier or 
Horſe for mannage, you have bred him fir tor nought elſe bur the 

lough; and inthe place of a Hunter, he proves a Mil-horſe; and in 
__ had a Horſe fora Courſe, he proves for no better uſe but 
the Cart; and him youdefire to have for your own Pad-ſaddle, you 
will be conſtrained to ſcll him to a Carricr, to beare a Pack-ſaddle 
with a burthen. 

To come tointreat of the time moſt fitting for covering your 
Mares, let that be ſo done, that they may caſt their Foles in the dead- 
of winter; as cither in December, or Ianuary : for during their time 
of going with Fole, to wit, from the day of their Covering,unto that, 
oftheir Foling, is commonly 12 months, and 16 dayes; yet ſome do 
aver,they doe want 11 daycsof 12 moneths, of which computation 
there is juſt three weeks oddes : others againe coc affirme,thar a Mare 

octh but only 11. monthsand 10 dayes, wherein is greater oddes :, 
ut I have found it to be a moſt certain rule which never did taile me; 
(unleſſe in a yong Mare upon her firſt Colt, who will want fome few

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beth made me to be very perie&, that a Mare gocth = unlefle ſome 
milſchance or other accident hath otherwilte occaſioned) twelve mo- 
neths and ten dayes: for when at any time I have been preſent when 
a Marc hath been covered, Þ have in the very minute entred into my 
Almanacke, the very day and houre in which ſhe rooke the Horle, 
and becauſe I would not be deceived, I have been preſent at her fo- 
ling, and I have found rhetime never to faile me. And therefore 1 
could with all breeders to obſerve with me the ſame courle, and they 
ſhalt nde this account to fall out juſt as I have delivered, If your 
Mare be covercd about S. Zacies day, which is the 13 of December, 
then will ſhe fole about S. Thomas day the ſame month inthe yearc 
following: Bu before you ſuffer her to be covered, let neither the 
Stallion or Mare be at graſſe, but takeninto the houle, fixe weekes or 
a moncth at the leaſt; during which time, let them be both very well 
fed with good old Hay and Oates well duſted and fifted, to the end 
they may have ſtrength and ſeed to pertorme the afhce for which 
you have them. Rucif you will have your Marc certainly ro conceive,

This drink is moſt foveraigne to caule conception, it provo- 
keth ſeed abundantly, it openeththe pores in the body, and cauſerh 
the Mare to keepthe {ced ſhe recoiveth fromche Stallion; Moreover 
this drinke comtorteth the womb and matrix much: ſo as it is 
great oddes but that ſhe being thus ordered, will be ſped and con- 
ceive, unleſſe ſhe bea Mare of great ſterility, which ſuppoſed, ſhe is 
not to be kept for a race or breeding Mare. 

Moreover, if yoube defirous to have your Mare to conceive a 
Horſe-colt, rather then a Filly; obſerve then this leſſon I ſhall here 
give you, and you ſhall finde it an infallible rule, which will never 
miſle, viz.

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ledge by experience, then I was ever able to aſpire unto, tither by reading

Now for the manner of the —_— your Mares, let her be 
brought into ſome place abroad, and there faſtned to ſome fl 
poſt; then bring out to her ſome ſtoned Iade firſt to dally with her, 
and he will provoke her to an aptitude and Cefire of cory; which 
done, let the Stallion be led forth towards her, betwixt two or more 
luſty ſtrong men who may be able to maſter him if he ſhould prove 
unruly, and let him leap hers and let this be done in a morning be- 
times faſting; which done, another man ſtanding by with a paile of 
cold water ready in his hand, in the very time when the Horlc is dil- | 
mounting, let him caſt the cold water upon her ſhape, which by rea- 
{on of the coldneſle, the ſtrength of the caſter, and the ſuddenneſſe 
thereof, will cauſe her to ſhrinke in, and trufle up her body, and it 
will be the meanes to make her retaine the ſeed in the matrix, other- 
wiſe the womb would not peradventure ſo ſoone encloſe ir, bur for 
ſome tine after, howſocver the womb would draw together, but not 
ſo ſuddenly, whereby upon the Mares motion, there might be ſome 
danger of diſſolving. Take then away the Stallion, and lctthe Mare 
be pur into ſome remote place alone, from ſight anc hearing of other 
Horſes and Mares, bur lct her neither cate nor drinke in toure hours 
after, neither let her have any water at all rill night,and then give her 
cither a ſweet Maſh, or white water. Aftcr ſhe hath been thus Cove- 
red, you ſhall know whether or not ſhe hath cither conceived, or loſt, 
or caſt her ſeed, by many evident ſymptomes which will appeare to 
your eye; for if ſhe retaineth a good ſtomacke to her meat, and ſo 


--| continueth, ifſhe doc not neigh at hearing or {ighe of other horles, if 


ſhe donot pifſe oft times in the day, caſterh not hereye about gazin 
continually at every noiſe ſhe hearcth, pricketh not up her cares, an 
that in three or foure daics after her Covering, her belly ſcemeth to 
be more gaunt, her hayre more flicke and cloſe to hersKkin, ' 
of a brighter colour, and ſhe ſeemeth to fall away and become leanc: 
if (I ſay) any of theſe Symptomes doe appeare in her, then is it an e- 
vident figne ſhe hath kept her ſeed and conceiveth, bur it the contrary 
appeare in her, then hath ſhe loſt it, and engendreth not. 

Bur as for offering her the Horſe againe ten dayes after, together 
with ſuch like circumſtances,I hold them impertinent for this place, 
being ſo frequently knowne and practiſed, and therefore my labour 
may well be ſpared. But for her keeping 3nd ordring after her Cove- 
ring, let her not drinke that ſhe defirerh, bur continue her with the 
ſame dyect which formerly ſhe had before her covering for three 
weeks or a month after, leſt the ſeed might fortune to be impaired, 
before the Colt be ſufficiently formed inthe womb, and let her be 
kept {weet and cleane as may be, and that without any labour or ex. 


erciſe during that rhree weeks or moneth : after which terme you

And when the time of her foling approacheth, let her keeper at- 
tend carefully upon her, pucting her incoa houle convenient for ber, 
unhaltred and untied, leſt in toling, the colt receive domage, by rea- 
ſonthat Mares doe commonly calt their foles ſtanding : wherefore 
let not the roome whercinto you pur her, be roo ſtreight, bur very 
warme, (for warmth isa great comfort as well to Mares with fole,as 
in foling) and let good ſtore of ſtraw be layed,that the Fole may fall 
from the Mare the ſofter, and beinlefſe danger of harm, and let her 


(I ſay) be watched for feare the Fole come not right; aud ſo ſoone as 


| he hath foled and licked it dry, let her keeper milke and 
| ſtroake her, and that before the Colt doe ſucke her, which will both 
' cauſe her ro give down her milke, making the ſame to multiply, and 


| alſo keep the Vdder that the milke doe notclod, which if it ſhould 
| doe, the Mare might happily in ſhort time become dry, whereof it 
| there be any perill, I then adviſe you to draw as much milke from 
' her as youcan,and boyle it with the leaves of Lavenderyor Spike,and 
' ſo bathe her Vdder therwith ne mornin por = daily ro doc,untill 
| by this meanes you have broken the curd, , and ca 
them ro be diffulved. And as for the water which ſhe isrodrinke for 

ſome time after her foling, let it be cither ſweer Maſhes, or white 

water,8& a moneth after her foling, give her a Maſh, putting chereinto 
the _ of Brimſtone, or Savin, or the like, which will be a great 

preſervation of the Colt; & then if ſhe be moderarely laboured cither 
; at Plough or Harrow, if ſhe will draw, as well the Mare 2s Colt will 
; proſper the berter; provided ſhe be kept from raw mezt while ſhe re- 
; maineth inthe Stable, by which meanes ſhe will che ſooner recover 
| C 
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ſtrength, luſt, and courage, and have ſtore of good milke, which will 
cauſe the Colttothrive the better, and to grow to be of the greater 
bone, which above all things is a matter of greateſt conſequence. 
And that you ſuffer notthe Colt to ſucke the Mare when ſhe com: | 
meth from worke, untill ſhe be throughly cold, left thereby you tur- 
tet the Colt, 

Thus niuch I have thought fit to handle of this ſubjeR; and albeit 
I have laboured hereinto attaine to brevity,nevertheleſlc che premil 
les well confidered,T ſhall not greary oftcnd in prolixity,howloever 
this my manner of ou being different from the old received cu- 
ſtomes, will not(I doe aflure me)paſle voyd of cenſure. But astouch- 
ing old cuſtomes, thus much I doc averre, that as they are in many | 
caſes of that force, as no law is able to abrogatez ſo an the contrary 
part, many of them are ſ{o'abſard and ridiculous, as nothing can be 
more; for what ſaith the civill Law * Thoſe things which by event or 
ſucceſſe of time are found to be pernicious or hurtfull, even thoſe things 
ought to be repealed, yea albert os were at the firſt found profitable.\Which 
ground holdeth good in nothing ſo much as 1n old cuſtomes, for of 
their abſurdities, Iam ableto produce inſtances not a few, howſoever 
with many, It « one of Hercules greateſt labowrs to beat many a may from 
his old cuſtomes be they never ſo bad, albeit Cuſicme is a meere tyrant, and 
——— moſt inſafferable, asa grave Aurhor very well obſcr- 
veth.

How to make and order your Stable, 


*RAving thus waded into this myſtery of breeding, | 
y Iholditathing very behoovetull to be hand- | 
 - led, how your Stable ought to be accommoca- 
XY ted. Firſt therefore your Stable ſhould be ſciru- 
| ate where the ayre is wholclome, pure, and 
00d, and the ground dry : the ſtructure would 
cither of tree Stone or Bricke, but Bricke is 
beſt, moſt wholeſome and warmeſt : beſides 
this benefit Brick hath, which Stone hath not, of being very dry, for 
Stone will weep, and ſweat drops of water againſt raine and miſty 
weather, which begettcth damps, and cauſeth rhumes in Horſes. | 
Your Stable ought not to have any unſavory Gutter, Channell, or ; 
Sinke neare to it, no Takes, Hogſtics, or Hen-rouſt, whereby to an- | 
nOy it. It would be alſo ſeeled over head, and have ſtrong doores, | 
with lockes. bolts, and barres unto it. The Racke would not be made : 
too high, or too low, but placed in an indifferent proportion, and ſo | 
artificially ſer; that neither the duſt or hay-ſeeds may fall into his,

"| bloud, endanger the Lounges, and be no friend to his winde : neither

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Mane, or upon his neckeand face. The Manger would be ſerat an in- 
different height, made deep, and of one entire piece, as well for 
—_—_ tor conveniency to be kept ſweet and cleane. Let the 


be mace with handſome ſhuts and caſements, and well glazed, as 
wellto keep out cold and wind, asalſo (when there may be cauſe) ro 
lectin the coole and freſhayre. Againe, take heed there be no lome 
wall or plaiſter, ſo neare as that the Horſe may reach thereto with 
bis mouth: for upon that he will gnaw, which may doe him much 


prejudice, and be the cauſe of much dangerous fickneſle, for Lome 
and Lime are ſuffocating things, they will infe& and putrifie the 


ſuffer any dung to lye nearce him, Furthermore there would be made 
a faire Loft whereinto lay Hay, and convenient lodging chambers 
for your Groemes, whole neareneſle, together with their care and 
vigilancy might prevent many dangers and inconveniences which 
may accrue unto your Horſes by night. Alſolera neat Saddle-houſc 
be contrived with Bings for Provender, and in it Preſſes, wherein to 
lay upthe Saddles, Bridles, and all other furniture appertaining to 
Horlſcs, and an Aqua-du&t wherewith to bring water to the Stable, 
And laſtly, other Stals would be creed remote, wherein upon oc- 
caſion to ſever the ficke from the ſound, Many other accoutrements 
thereare belonging to a perfc& Stable, as partitions with boards, 
por and barres, with pins driven into every poſt, whereon to hang 

ridles and the like; ſhelves alſo faſtned to thewall ſerving for many 
uſes, to place neceſlaries upon, &c. which 'beitig known to all men, 
will be needlefle for me here to repeate. bl, 

But you may peradventure ſtartle at paving, rather then planking 
your flore, preferring planks as warmer, and much better then flint 
ora pitched flore can be; as alſo for that it is anew. thiog, little pra- 
Riſed, and feldome heard. : 

Bur give me leave (I pray) alittle co inform yout undetſtanding 
in this one point, by which means your judgement may fortune to be 
much bettered, Firſt therefore, whereas novelty may be objected, I 
ſhall moſt cafily aſſoile that point, even fromthe ſelte-ſame ground 
in the civill Law, which I inſerted in the concluſion of the precedent 
chapter, viz. That things tound to' be prejudicial), ought to be inhi-' 
bited, although they might be thought needfull, and good in fore- 
known times. For that paving of Stables is berrer then phanking them, 
I have reaſons not a few wherewithto ſatisfie a reaſonable man. Firſt, 
it is much more durable and laſting, ſuppoſing the flore to be pitched 
by an expert workman: Secondly, it is Iefſe charge -by much, and 
therefore in that point the better” Thirdly, for a Horſe ro:ſtand con- 
tinually upona pitched flore,it emboldnerh his feet, and'treading the 
more : Fourthly,it is the moſt excellent thing that may be for Colts, 
who are unſhod; for it hardneth their hooves, ſoas by cuſtome they 
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| wall be as bold tO gOc Upon ſtones, rocky and hard wayes, aS Horlſcs 
| that are ſhod: neither will a pitched flore ſuffer the hoote to gOC a- 
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broad in manner of an Oyſter: beſides the uſe thereot will make their 
hooves more tough, durable, and hollow, inſomuch as when t 
ſhall come to be ſhod, and to have exerciſe, they will carry their 
ſhooes much longer, better, and with more eaſc then otherwiſe, if 
they had been utcd toa planked flore, 

Now on the contrary part, which concerneth the planked flore, 
that (I ſay ) cannot in reaſon be {6 good by many degrees. Firſt, itis 
more ſlippery, out of which reaſon a mettled horſe may ſoone bein 
danger to be lamed or ſpoyled by ſome ſudden flip, whereof I have 
had often expericnce, which a pitched Stable is not ſo ſubjeR unto : 
Secondly,the planks often times ſhrinking,the Horſe(cſpecially if he 
be a ſtirricr who is accuſtomed to curyet in the Stable) may caſily 
breake a plank, and his foot getting into a hole, or between the 
24 a wy horle plunging and ſtriving, may calily breake his legge 

fore he ſhall be able to get it forth,whereot I have more than once 
been oculatws tefis: Thirdly ,when you put forth your horſes to run at 
graſſe all,or the moſt part of Summer, during which time the ſcorch. 
iog heats wil ſo ſiccicate and dry the planks, which will cauſe them 
to warp, andthe pinnes which holdeth them down to the joyces will 
rot, and ſothe planks give way, eſpecially when horſcs( who not be. 
ing handled in ſome moneths before) becomming wild, rammage, 
and unruly, arc my brought into the Stable, who teeling the 
planks ro move, yeele, and give way under them, will fall trom ſtar- 
ting thereat, to flinging, leaping, bounding and plunging, till they 
have diſlocated the planks, and thereby have endangered both them- 
ſclves, the reſidue of their fellowes, and thoſe who might come to 
their help and ſuccour,which is a thing very frequent in a flore of this 
nature : Fourthly, whereas you may imagine jthat a planked flore is 
warmer then a paved or pitched, I doc know the contrary; for your 
pitched flore hath no vaults or channels under them,like as hath your 
planked, wherewith to convey the water. which paſleth  trom the 
horſes; hy which meanes the horſe lyeth over a moyſ and dampifh 
place and vault and beſides that, the evill ſavanr of the hovle-piflc 
will be cvermore intheir noſe, which is moſt uawholeſome, noy- 
ſome, and many times the cauſe of much _— neither can it in 
reaſon be ſo warme as isthe pitched flore, for that the chinkes and 
awger-holes bored through the planks (which muſt alwaics be kepe 
open to lerforth the urine) doth give way to the cold wind, which 
continually aſcendeth up to the horſe, as well lying as ſtanding, can» 
not bur doe him much ..I doe therefore afhirme, that it your 
Groome have acare tolitter his horſe well, ſo as he may lyeſott and 
warme, (whichisa prime property appertaining to his office) your 
horſe will then war and like much better upon a pitched flore, 
then he can upona planked; provided your flore be Jaid even, not 
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higher betorc than behind, more then ſo much that may make the | 
water to avoyd to his hinder feer, where there ought to be a ſmall 
to caule it to paſſe away, tor in raiſing your flore ſo much, I doe 
abſtract from the ancient ill cuſtome, by reaſon that a horſe ſtandeth | 
higher before then he doth behind, his hinder legges will ſwell, and 
ſo he becommeth lame; beſides, it giveth him a taint inthe backe and 
kidneyes; and to conclude, his long ſtanding inthis uncafte manner, | 
eth inthe poor beaſt much pain and griefc,and this occafioneth | 
unto him (which would not otherwiſe be)the putting forth of Wind- : 
gals, Pains, Scratches, and ſuch like noy lome ſorances. | 
Another thing may peradventure be thought ſtrange, which I have | 
handled in the former chapter, where I intreat of breeding; in that I 
would have the time of the Mares foling to be, cither in December 
or Ianuary, this being in the very depth of winter, as well when the | 
ſeaſon is commonly coldeſt, and when little or no grafle isto be had. 
ſoas of neceſſiry the Mare muſt be houſed, and ted with hard mear, 
whereby her milke will be in fo ſmall a proportion, as either to en- 
danger the ſtarving of the Colt, orclſe atleaſtwilce keep him fo poor | 
and feeble, as not to beable ro grow, thrive, or proſper to any pur- | 
poſe. To ſatisfie this ſcruple, I ſay from long experience, that the | 
winter ſeaſon for a Mare to fole in, beyond all peradventure,is the ve. / 
ry beſt, as well forthe Marc as the Colt, ſuppoſing ſhe be kept ina | 
warme houſe; and as for her milke, ſhe will have great plenty, and 
that much betterand more nouriſhing than that milke which the Colt | 
ſhall ſucke from his damme at graſle, ſoas thereby the Colt ſhall be 
more luſty, ſtrong, healthy, greater of bone and ſtature, better able | 
to endure hardineſſe, better knit,cleaner limbed, more neatly joynted ; 
and hooved, and keep his fleſh better than that Cole that is foled in 
May, June, or any the hotter moneths : and my reaſon is, that albeit 
graſſe cauſeth greater plenitude of mailke, (which I deny not) yet is 
not the ſame {o good and nouriſhing : for the milke which the Colt 
{uckethat eraflc, is very thin and watry; and albeit winter food be- 
getteth not ſo great a quantity of milke, yct the ſame will be thicker, 
more ſubſtantiall, and of greater nutriment, (the Mare being very 
well fed) which will feed the Colt very fat, and make him more lu- 
ity and ſtrong, (as I have aid) then if the Mare the whole Summer 
and Winter through, andin all the extremity ot the hears and colds 
had been kept abroad. Moreover, the Colt ' beſides the milke he 
draweth'from the Mare, will alſo feed with her uport Hay, Oates, 
Bran, and {uch like food, which will do him much pleafure:But ſome 
ine will ſay, that their teeth are ſo tender, as that they wil not be 
ableto chew and care ſuch kinde of hard meates; I anſwer; they arc 
| very much miſtaken, for, not onely my ſelfe alone, but {tndry 06: 
| thers have with me been eye-witnefles of the contrary; therefore 
this needs no further ſolution. And wheras it hath been objected unto 
me, that that Colt whichis foled in May, of Selftice, in thar ſeaſon, 
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the Mare will have ſtore of milke,thus much I doe ingenuouſly con- 
feſſe, but then what manner of milke willit be? None other then 
ſuch as ſhall be marvellous thin and watriſh, (as I ſaid betore) which 
abundance will alſo failc, even when the Colt hath moſt need there-4 
of, that is, when the Colt beginnerh ro come up to ſome ſtrength, 
and at what rime he ſhould reccive moſt nutrimentr, to wit, when the 
winter commeth on, whoſe Snows, Froſts, cold raines, and Flouds; 
will not alittle nip and pinch the Colt, and enteeble the Mare in ſuch 
terrible and deſperate manner, that ſhe will want her former plenty 
of food, warme and dry lodging, and other neceſſary reliete and ſu- 
ſtentation, and ſo in like manner, her abundance of milke, at what 
time her poore Colt ſhould depend ,upon the enfeebled Mare, who 
is not able to ſupply its own need : by meanes whereof it muſt neceſ- 
farily fall our, that ſhe muſt bring both her {ele and her Colt to cx- 
treame poverty, not being able to ſuſtaine her own lite, much leſle 
her Colts and her own, and ſo become fecble before winter be halfe 
ſpent; and over and above all this, the Colt will by his running a- 
broad with the Mare, become ſo ſalvage and wilde, asthat if any in- 
firmity ſhould happen to ſeize upon it, irs own unrulineſle will be {0 
great, that the cure may thereby become the more difficile : forto 
ſpeake truely, infinite have been, and daily are the numbers of Colts;

yea, andthoſe many times rightly bred, which have miſcarricdand | 


periſhed in this natnre. 
I doe therefore conclude, and as a friend tro my Country averre, 
that the ableſt way to breed up the beſt and moſt ſerviceable 
is (as I have beforc inculcated) after this methode and none others 
and therefore I am bold to adviſe all noble Gentlemen who are lo- 
vers of good Horles, and of this myſtery, to make triall, and to put 
theſe my rudiments in execution, and be will never (I doe well afture 
me) hereafter, either alter or ſwerve from them; for of this kinde of 
breeding, I have had more then torty yearcs good experience: during 
which time, I intimated theſe my grounds to a Knight, an intimate 
friend of mine, who was a great lover of good Horſes, and as great 4 
Breeder,as a lover of them,and very well verſcd in Horſe-man- ſhip; 
who _—_ my reaſons,and throughly digeſting them, approved of 
them ſo well,as that he fell ro follow theſe my inſtructions, and eſtee. 
ming them ſufficien!, would never be brought trom them afterghe af- 
firming, no way comparable to this : for he found by plzine demon- 
ſtration, chat whereas in former times in breeding (as commonly he 
did,ten or twelve Colts yearly; when they came to Backing, Riding; 
and proofc of thoſeten or twelve, he thought himſclfe well appay- 
ed, and his labour and coſt well beſtowed, it rwo or three at the moſt 
jus right, and to his minde; whereas ever after inten Colts thus 
red and reared up, hardly any one miſſed, which proved not right- 
and to his good liking: and this manner of breeding, made- him more 


in love with this myſtery, then ever before, reaſon difaring it ſo well 
unto 
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unto him. For, moſt certain it is, when the Stallion and Mare are 
both right, and have all their true attributes, and the tine, fcafon,and |

| being in ſo vile a manner of baſe Iades; have fo ſwarmed in this king 
dome, as that (a lamentable caſe to be related) of one rightly bred, 
we now adayes have a tiiouſand Iades ; to the great diſhunour, dif. 
profit, and weakning both of King and Country. And what is the 
reaſon ?

have letters ſent you from ſundry friends, and will aot your (cltc 
prize himata higher rate than otherwiſe you would have done * yer] 
aſſuredly; and hereof I make no queſtion, True itis, and I muſt con- 
feſle no lefle, that a horſe may be very good, and pertorme his fun- 
ion very well, who. hath neither good colour, true marks, or per. 
te ſhapenevertheleſle theſe extrinſecall vertucs are more frequent- 
ly to be found, and better obſerved to be in good horſes, in whom 
are colour, markes, and ſhape; than in horſes which arc otherwiſe. 
Wherefore becauſe theſe _ are termed extcriour vertucs, and 
therefore takes its objc& from the eye onely, I will conjoyne chem 
altogetherin this my diſcourſe, and ſhew you whar hath been, and is, 
the opinion of both ancient and moderne Writers. re: in his Geors 
gickes, handling moſt accurately ſundry points of husbandry, among 
other things in his third book of Georgicks, deſcriberh the horle, as 
well his breeding, and his ſeverall forts of imployments, as hisco- 
lour, ſhape, and markes; yea, and that in moſt exquilice manner: And 
thus he beginneth : |

neckc,and to be ſtrong and ſhort joynred. Thoſe three of a Foxe,are, 
to have a comely and ſhort trot, ſmall, and long cares, and a buſhy 
tayle. Thoſe three of a Hart, are to have leane aud dry legges, to be 
well riſen betore, and a leane head. Thoſe three of a Woman, are to 
be large and faire breaſted, ro have a beautifull and fult haire, and 
gentlc to his Rider and Keeper. 

The ſame Author delivereth yet further what ought to be the 
colour and fhape of a good horſe. Thoſe horſes (fairh he) that 
are of a cheſt-nut colour, with Mane, and Tayle blacke, are com. 
monly good. The Sorrell, if his Mane, Tayle, Knees, Fet.lockes, 
and liſt along his backe, be blacke; and are for the moſt part good, if 
they be otherwiſe free from evill conditions; as not at any time to 
lye downe in the water, rcſtife, and ſuch like bad quafities. The 
Browne-bay, Dunne, Dapple-grey, iron-grey,- if theit extremities 
be black, are many times very good, if they be well choſen, All hor. 
ſes (ſaith he) muſt have good | penny good Feer, and their Ferlocks 
muſt not be overcharged with hayre; they muſt have alſq good eyes, 
obedient mouthed, and well metled : they muſt not have fat or fleſhy 
legs, bur to havea great belly, well riſen before, ſtraight backr, nor 
charged with over-great ſhoulders, he muſt have a thinbended neck, 
like a Carps backe,a good Crouper,large Thighes, round well ſpread 
Buttockes, and a traine well ſet on: a leane, dry, and thin Head,a full 
{parkling Eye,a wide Noſtrill,a wide,thin,8 leane Iaw,a looſe Thro- 
pell,a well-truſſed-togerher Body, and Legs not too long: being thus 
accooterd and ſhaped, it is probable he will be very ſeryiceable. He 


alſo ſheweth ſignes whereby to know the good or ev]ll ſight of a| 


horſe. Every horſe (faith he) hath a feather in his Pac ixt his 
eyes: if the (aid feather be high above rhe eyes, then hattthe aſſured- 
ly a good and perfcR ſight; but if the feather be below his eyes, the 
horſe then hath oft times a bad fight *Obſervethis tile Well, and you 
ſhall finde it to be athing moſt certaine. He alſo giveth other marks 
touching the Legges of a horſe: which briefly are, that a horſe muſt 
have his fore-legs above the knees, ro be ſtrong, flat, ano e,albe- 
it the lower part of the Legges be ſmall: provided he ia ome | 
foot, which ſuppoſing, he may prove a horfe of long &61 wnch 
Another Author ſpeaking of the colours of Horles, doth dehominit 


them after this manner, viz. A Brown- Bay, a Black-Roan, or Black 
full of flver hayres, Colc-black, Cbeſt- nut Dark-Biy, Fly. bitten, 
or White-Lyard. The Browne-Bay. 1s ſo blotily eſtecrhed with all 
Nations, as that they doe with one aſſent alwaics ranks him in the! 
very firſt place of colours: the Italians arid Freach doe IQ much prize! 
the Brown-Bay, as that they evertaore call thit cololir Fayary Loyal] 
the Loyall Bayard, or more properly according to our —_— 

phrale, 
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*vermore preferre the Browne: Bay to the-firſt place. Maſter Blun- 
devile, and Maſter Markham doe both accord in the choyce of the 
Colours of the Horſe , andthey never doe faile in preferring the

Horſe to have two white feetea crofſle, to wit, the far-foote behirid,, 
and the neere toot before, like as had a Horſe of the old Lord Sazdes,, 


being a Courſcr, which he brought out of 7#«ly, with ſo mueh charge, | 
labour, and perill of his life,'( as his Lordſhip did ſundry times re. 
port unto me,) which was of a darke Bay, and his two feere a croffe| 
white, howſoever I have known ſome Horſemen, diſlike of the ſame: 
Markes, yet I could never heare the reaſons of their drflike. A. 
Knight of my acquaintance would highly commend the Horſe, who. | 
had a white toote, which was beſpeckled with blacke motly ſpots ;. 
ath _—_ that a Horſe ſo marked did betoken good mettle, great va- 


lour. and a heroick ſpirit, for hewould alwaies call ſuch a Horſe, E- 
ques generoſus, a Horle of a brave ſpirit ; andthis hee would report, 
was taught him by old Sir Henry Les, that famous Horle-man, and 
no lefle excellent Breeder, of whom this Knight bought mary deli. 
cate Colts, ſome of which were thus marked. All good Horſemen 
docatcſt, that the Horſe with much white upon his face, raw noſed, 
ſheath, yard,tucll,8& hooves white, skin white,and legs hoſed,& wal- 
eyed ; is generally weake, faint, of a cowardly condition, tender, and 
waſhy of fl: ſh, ſubjeR to rebellion, reſtifenes, to ſtarting, ſtumbling, 
evill-fighted, ſubj: tro tire, dangerous to his Keeper,for biting and 
ſtriking ; and in a word, of a moſt baſe, and evill condirion. For the 
conunten.nce is the true Index of the minde : And 1 lewd looke prognoſtica- 
teth a lewd condition : And againe ; a deformed countenance doth deline- 
ate 4 wiched and deformed diſpoſition and manners. Itis holden fora 
good Marke in a Horſeto have many Feathers about his body, as up- 
on his forchead, ſo it be ſcituated above he eyes, and the higher it 
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ſtands, the better : alſo uponthe middle of the Necke neere tothe 
Creſt, under the Neck inthe middle of the Throple, upon the Breſt, 
and upon both the Flanks, and upon both Burtocks, which for Hore 
ſesto have Feathers inthele, and ſuch like places , is moſt commen-* 
dable. 

Now as touching the perfeR and true ſhape of a Horſe, wherein 
we have more contraricty of opinions, than are cither in the Colour 
or Marks, whereof I havegiven youaraſt already : Nevertheleſle, I 
will demonſtrate how tarre commonly all doe meete in the ſhape of 
a well timbred Horſe. Firſt therefore it is required that the hoote be 
blacke, ſmooth,dry, large, round,and hollow : the Paſterns ſtraight, 
and upright, Fetlocks ſhort, the legges ſtraight, and far, called alſo 
lath-legged, the knees bony, leane and round, the necke long, high- 
rear'd, and great towards the Breaſt, the Breaſt _y and round, the 
Eares ſmall, ſharpe, long, and uprighc,the Forchead leane,and large, 
the Eyes great, full, and black, the Browes well filled and ſh 
outwards, the Iawes wide, flender, and leane, the Noſthrills wide, 
and open,the Mouth great,the Head long,and leane like to a Sheepe, 
the Mane thin and large, the Withers ſharp and pointed, the Back 
ſhort, even, plaine,and double chined, the Sides, and Ribbes deepe, 
large, and bearing out like the cover of a Trunke, and cloſe ſhut a 
the huckle-bone , the Belly long, and great, but hid under the ribs, 
the Flanks full, yet gaunt, the Rump round, plaine, and broad, with 
a large ſpace betwixt the Buttocks, the Thighs long, and large, with 
wel. taſhioned bones, andthoſe fleſhy , the Hams dry, and ſtreight, 
the Trunchion ſmall, long, well ſet on, & well couched, the Trayne 
long, not too thick, and - 1991 a the ground, the Yard, and Stones 
ſmall;and laſtly the Horſeto be well riſen before. And to conclude, 
the perfe ſhape of a Horſe, according as a tamous Horſcman hath 
deſcribed, is in a few words, thus ; Fiz, A broad Forehead, a great 
Eye, a leane Head, thin, ſlender, leane, wide Iawes ; a long, high- 
rear'd Neck, high-rear'd Withers ; a broad, deepe Cheſt, and 

oy ; upright Paſterns, and a narrow Hoote : And this is the common 
allowed, and approved ſhape ofa perfe&;Horle ; ſo as if any of theſe 
things be deficientin him, he cannot be ſaid to be a Horſe of a per- 
te& Shape : Wherefore I conclude that if a Horſc of a good Colour, 
well Marked,and rightly Shaped, and right allo by Syrc,and Mare ; 
it will be {cldome ſeene that he ſhould prove ill, unlefſe his Nature 
be alienated, and marred, cither in the Backing and Riding, or elſe 
that he be otherwiſe wronged, and moſt ſhamefully abuſcd by the 
means of a hare-brain, negligent, or inconſiderate Rider orGroome. 
But I may in this point bee taxed to hold a Paradox ; for ſome may 
objeR unto me, that many times Horles, who are of the beſt Co- 
lours, beſt Marks, and trueſt Shapes, doe neverthelcfſc prove arrant 
jades, reftiffe, ſtubborn, ill natured, ſubje& ioryring, and the like : I 
anſwere, I acknowledge all this to be moſt true, for I have knowne 
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{oj hopefull, as that they have promiſed what a man could 

from them ; which aotwit ing when have come tothe 
teſt, they have beene a ſcandall to their ſex;but this isnot a thing fre- 
quent,for incvery on= of theſe who have thus miſcarryed ; you ſhall 
have twenty who will prove right, and anſwerable to your minde : I 
have alſo knowne Horles, which w 


who havebeene as different from thoſe we call good, even as Chalk 
is from Checſec, who have proved _ good Horſes : howbeit I will 
not counſel! you to breed upon ſuch an one, who albeit hee may 
bring you Colts, yer I dare not promile you he ſhall cver bring you 
a good Colt, whereof I have ofrimes made tryall,as well tor es 
of M-nnage , as for Hunters, and Horſes for the Courſe. Neither 
| need there any more be ſaid upon this ſubjeR.

| pounded of che conrrary nature of the toure Elements. But I will pro- 
cced in Anatomizingumo you the verity hercot, more particularly, 
whereby you may the better underſtand my meaning,

aſſume roo high a pitch tor ordinary Fe-riers , who are in a manner 
all orthe greater number un-lettered perſons ; and therefore will ne- 
ver be able to underſtand what Generation and Corruption meancth, 
for theſe are termes taken from the grounds of Ph:loſophy ; and there- 
foreabovetheir Genixs or Sphere.

rouch uponthis ſubjeR, to wit : Whar are the cauſes of Sicknefle in 
general, as alſo of Health and long Lifez and that Lacomica brevirate, 
and ſo leave the reſt to your judgement, and practiſe : eſpecially 
confidering what other Authours ( my Maſters ) have ſo learnedly, 
an no lcflc ſufhiciently intreared in this very Art. 

To begin therefore ( and but to ſay, what I ſaid before) with the 
cauſcs of (ickneſſe and death ot Horſes in generall, in the true know- 
ledge whereot , confiſterh their preſervation ; I doe hold it a thing 
moſt neeofull that we doe pertetly know that thing which wee doe 
cal Generation :nd Corruption, which all Phyſitians and Philoſophers have 
ſo much dilcufſed both in their Schooles and Writings z and how 
the body of the Horſe ( like alſo torhat ot Man) is compounded of 
the foure Elements, vis. Fire, Aire FF ater, and Errih The natures of 
theſe four Elements are different : for Fire is hot and dry, but ic parti- | 
cipites moſt of Heat, Ayreis hot and moyſt, but chiefly moyſt:Water 
is moyſt and cold,but moſt col: Earth is cold and dry,but moſt dry. 
Fire and 4yre are both light Elements 5; and YY ater and E1rth both 
heavy. Four Hu-ours alſo there are, whichbe as ic were tour Chil- 
drento theſe tour Elements: and theſe are; Blows, Phlegme, Choler and 
Mel1xcholy * heſe toure Humonrs areattendant uponcae four tormer 
Elements, without which anaturall body cannot be made : for Bloud 
natur-lly ( it it be perte&t ) is hotand moyſt , butrakerh moſt from 
heat,and thertore 1s ſubordinate to 4yre. Phlegme is cold and moyſt, 
but the principall quality thereot is coldnefle , and theretore hath 
reference to YY ater, Choler is hot and dry , but his chieteſt nature 
is heate, and therfore is governed by the Element of Fore. 
Mctarcholy is cold and dry,but his chiefeſt condition is dryn-flc,and 
therefore fubjets it felfe unto the elementof earth. Now the foun- 
raine of the bloud is the Liver, which diſperſing ir lelte by chehelpe 
of the wernes into all the parts of the body, nouriſherh and prefervech 
the ſame.

; which may be truely and rightly tiled rhe fountaine of life and hee,

life and hear into each organ of the budy, by which me2hes hay arc

Thus far Sir, I have declared unto you what I underſtand of the 
Cauſe of Sickneſle in generall. It remaineth now for me to inculcate 
what are the cauſes of health and long life , which to be bricfe are 
twelve in number: viz.

Wherefore you muſt know that whatſoever is naturall muſt nece(- 
larily procced from remperatare,and proportienate mixture of 
the toure qualities of the body : ſo as the juſt and adequate proporri- 
ons of temperate mixture, arethe true cauſes of long life, by reaſon 
that all mixtures of ſuperfluitics are againſt theſe three things, vis. 
Nature, good digeſtion, and ſound Nutriment, For heat and nurri-

Hippoph. But many there be who do hold ſtifly that a Horſe hath 
no Braines at all, but only a kind of windy liquid ſubſtance not unlike 
unto a kind of jelly 2 

Hppeſ: Thar opinion is moſt crronious, for a horſe hath a moſt per- 
fect braiy, like as hath any other living Creatare, albcit indeede not in 
ſo great a proportion as other Animals have. For naturall reaſon 
doth diate that if a Hoyſe had not his Braize, it were impoſſible for 
him to have ſemblable diſeaſes inthe Head, which both Mar and all 
other living things have, whoare (I ſay ) likewiſe ſubject to ſuch 
Maladies z which could not proceed from any other Caulcs bur on- 
| ly from thoſe before premiſed. Neither were it poſſible for a Horſe 
to endure ſo great labour and toyle, orto undergoe ſogreat and 10 
many waies, ſuch extreame violences as daily he doth, it Nature had 
not endowed him with his organal parts correſp6dent to his ſtrength 
ablenefle, and ativiry of body : neyther .could he bave any memory 
at all, but appeare a Zum uh arid bones without morion. But not 
to verberate the Ayre ; I affirme that a Horſe hath his Braznesin as 
compleate meaſure, albeit(as I have but now touched not in ſo great 
a quantity as other beaſts have, bur in as ample, 1olid, and ſufficient 
manner as any other living creature, together withthe sX;wne, which 
Artiſts doe call Paxsicles, which doth adhereto the bones conducted 
by the Cells or Condut?s by which the Yital Spirits doe give lome 
feeling,ſenſe, & motion to the bogy, from whence proceeds the cauſes 
of diſcaſes and ſicknefſe. And for your better fatisfation if you 
pleaſe I may be preſent when at any time your Huntſman isto corup 
a horſe for your Hounds , 1 will let you- lee moſt plainely both the 
Braine and the Panwicles.

Cauterization or giving of fire is of two natures, 
viz, Attuall and Potential : your Camtery attuall is made by hor bur- 
ning inſtruments, with which you {care and burn thoſe places which 
be requiſite for the perfeRing of the Cure you have in hand, which 
cannot be peradventure otherwiſe well cured, but by giving of the 
fire: as in caſe of great impoſtumations,ſtanching of b/oud in wounds, 
or in ſcaring of weixes, ſinewes, or the like : orelle in caſe of diſmem- 
bring, if other meanes be not at hand, whereby to ſtay the flux of 
bloud without danger of bleeding todeath, and fo likewiſe in very 
many caſes of this nature, wherein I doe adviſe all men that are not 
very perfe& in giving the fire, that they doe not praiſe upon Hor. 
{es of price, but firſt upon Iades, and low-prized Horlcs, to the end 
they may the better come to know how to carry their hand, and to 
underſtand themſelves in this Art the better : as when theyare to 
uſe the lighter, and when the heavier hand;as alſo that they do make 
their circles round, and their lines ſtreight and even,and not crooked 
or 
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or waving. For this a&weZfireis a thing moſt neceſſary tor them that 
doc truely know and underſtand the true uſe and vertue thereof, and 
therefore it ought to be very carefully, judiciouſly, and moderately 
applyed, and never but u good and very conſiderate grounds : 
\ which in ſo doing, you nde itto be a molt ſoveraigne remedy 
to hinderand ſtay all manner of corruption whereunto any member 
may be eaclined, provided that in the handling of your inſtrument, 
you touch-not Muſcles, Arteries, Sinewes, Ligaments,Cords,or the like, 
tor ſu you may urrerly lame where you would ſet upright, and de- 
{troy where you would cure, excepting onely in caſes neeafull, For 
by applying this «ded fire, you joyne and conglutinate parts

it venteth and paſſeth away much more cafily, healing and qualify- 
ingall griefe and paine, cauſing the wember which before was ſub-

great regard unto your Inſtruments that they be made according to 
the nature and quality of the place and member which is to be ſcared: 
for one faſhion will not ſerve in all cauſcs; for as the places which 
are to be cawjerizedare commonly different in ſhape and proportion, 
ſoalſo ought the ſhapes and faſhions of your inſtruments to be made 
accaninedy, Youarcalſfo to have aſſpeciall care to the heating of 
your inſtruments, which ought to be done with a right good judge- 
ment; for as they muſt not be too cold, ſo ought they notto be too 
hor, for by that meanes you may caſily enflame the cauterized places 
too much: Againe, in giving the fire great care muſt be had tothe 
rm, Ae hand, for therein conſiſteth very great cunning, and as 
I have before admoniſhed youto becarefull that you touch not any 
ſinew or ligament, ſono fire is to be given to the diſlocation or fracti- 
onof any bone. And as touching the wetzle whereof youriuſtruments

A decoGtion is a broth made of certain herbs, as Mallows, 
Marſh- Mallowes, Palletory, Camomile, and ſometimes of white 
Lilly roots, and other ſuch like things, which we do boyle in water 
toa third part, and ſometimes weulc in ſtead of hearbs and water, to 
take the tat of beefe broath, or the broath of a Sheeps head, Milke, 
Whay, and ſome ſuch kinde of liquor. 

Hippoph. What quantity of Broth or DecoCtion ave you uſually put in, 
whereof to make your Clyliter ? 

Hippoſ. That we doe adminiſter according to the age, ſtrength, 
grearneſle, and corpulency of the Horſe; tor if he be a Horſe of a 
ſtrong and able body, of large growth, and ſtature, far and luſtyz we 
uſe to put into his Clyſter ofthe decoction three pintes, but if he be of 
a in porcd, weake, ficke, feeble, or leane,then we doe put in but 
a quart of the ſame at moſt: of oyle we uſcto put in halfe a pinte, of 
ſalt two or three drams at moſt, and ſometimes we pur in Verjuyce, 
ſometimes Honey, as we ſhall finde cauſe: drugs we ulc,as Sene,Cal- 
fia, Agarick, Anniſceds, oyle of Dill, oyle of Camomile, oyle of 
Violers, Sugar-candy, &c.

ſound and whole, but the {ver periſhed, and his langs putrified, by

Sir, as touching this infirmity, I ſay there is none ſuch, for 
you mult underſtand that this diſcalc {o vulgarly called a broken wind, 
5 tracly a ſhortneſle of breath, or ataint or defeR inthe winde, Pur- 
fiveneſle, the Asmat or Purtifick, as Artiſts doe call it, Three cauſes 
there be of this infirmity, two whereof proceed from acold former- 
ly taken, andthe third from another cauſe, as ſhall preſently be de- 
monſtrated. The firſt is an exulceration of the lungs, which doth be- 
gin from acold; the. ſecond by clinging and growing together of 
the lights, whoſe origen came alſo ot cold; andthefhird is a diſloca- 
tion of the langs,and this laſt commeth by meanes of ſome violent or 
ſudden a or motion of the body, or by ſome fall whereby the lungs 
were become diſlocated, diſplaced,or turned in the bogy ot the jy 
every of which doe occaſion ſhortweſſe of breath, by realonthe lungs 
have not power ſufficient (being the bellowes of the body) to open, 
ſhut, and play at pleaſure; and this isthe cauſe why the Horſe hea- 
vethattheribs and flazkes, fetcherh his breath ſhort and hot at the 
noſe, wheeſcth,and oft times recleth when he is put to little that doth 


 ſtraine his winde, and therefore ſo long as he is kept in the ſtable at 
'dry and hard meats, he heaveth more then when he is at grafle, for if 


you doe waſh his Provender in Ale or Beere, and ſprinkle his Hay 
with 


fame ſoſoone as it ſhall appeare, in performance whercof no {mall 
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with water, you ſhall perceive him to heave the lefle : but when he 

| runneth at graſle, he heaveth ſolirtle, as hardly to be ſcen, and the 

| reaſon is, tor __ Horſe having naturally a very moyſt body, the 
| | cold which he hath taken doth fo condenſe and make thicke thoſe® 
| | humours which before were thinne, which doe (whilſt they were te- 
| »ucs) paſle moſt cafily through the pores, but now they are become 
thick, viſcous, and ſlimy, ſtopping the pores in ſuch ſort, as hardly 
to be able to breath, but with great labour and no lefle paine, which 
| doth provoke him to heave and lift, by reaſon that the /ungs, pores, 
| | and prpes arc ſo ſtopped and oppreſt, as not to be able to pertorme 
| 


their tunction and naturall oftice, tor which nature hath created them, 

| and beſides thoſe ſtoppings doe conſtraine him to cough and labour 

lo extreamely, as to endanger oft times the breaking ot a veyne, from 

| whenee enſue many more inconveniences then this one : neverthe-

terth thinne matter from the zoſe, but after when itis growne more 
tough and viſcous, it runneth no more, but cauſcth a macerationand 
leanneſſe through the whole body, whereby he droopeth and pineth 
away, and albeit he cateth and drinketh, yet it is without appetite, 
his meat doing him little good. The ſignes to know it are theſe; his 
Dry Mala- belly will be gaunt, and he will be Hide-bound, his fleſh will conſume 
oy, almoſt to.sk;nne and bones, if you ſtrike him on the bely, it will ſound 
| hollow, his harre will ſtarc, neither will he caſt it in due ſeaſon, when 
other Horſes which be ſound will doe, he will cough hollow and 
faintly: the Horſe that is troubled with this diſcaſe, well may he be 
' kept for ſome time alive, but long he cannot be, for the malady is in- 
curable, it it be too long let runne,and therefore I leave him to Dogs 
and Crowes in his languiſhing plight. The other conſumption is that

' ſcrup preſently negligently ; as ance it hapned to a young Negee of 
| good mettell and ſpurt, and of very great hope, the owner of wiich 
Nagge delivered him toan Amblertopice, who whilſt he had him in 
agitation, hearing Hounds abroad made into them, who rodde him 
rd all day tothe death of the Hare, then comming home hot and 
all ina ſweat, neererothe Amblers Houſe was a River with a Water- 
Mill, where he let bim up to the skirts of the Saddle, & then broughe 
him into the Stable where was neyther cloath, licter, or other thing 
to keepe him warme, or wherewith to rub him, at which time hee 
tooke ſo deſperate a cold as never after to be curcd : for in ſhort time 
after, he brought him to the Gentleman that did owne him, when up- 
on his comming home the Negge drooped, torſooke his meate, and 
became very ſick ; the Gentleman defired me to endeavour the beſt I 
| might for his recovery, for that he loved the Nogge well. I ignorant 
of the cauſe of his Malady , went as I thought' according to Art, I 
tooke blowd from ſundry veines , I gave hima Sappoſitory , and atter 
certaine Cliyfters, which I aſſured me were moſt necdtfull for him, all 
that I did adminiſter wrought very kindly and well, but yet nothin 
could provoke fa him an appetire, or be the meanes of any enemy , 
ment, I thenſayed him then with friftions, and Cordialls , bur all 
was caſt away, ayring or ought elſe would not prevaile ; then I per- 
ſwaded the Gentleman to turne him tograſle, it being inthe middle 
of May anda very ſeaſonable time, forl found him to bee inwardly 
ſound, he ran at grafſc about a month, but Rill weaker,and eve- 
ry day more meager then other,and at length he grew to be ſo much 
enfcebled by continuall languiſhing as that being downe, he was nor 
able to riſc, but with helpe, in fine,ſhortly after theNaegge died : then 
for my better experience I would needs have him opened, which 
being done ; a ſounder body in a Horſe could not be {cene, bur I dil- 
covered the caulc of the dilcaſc and death of this Nagge in his skinne, 
for it being taken from him , you might moſt evidently ſee rhe Fas 
which did ly next unto his beth, brisket, ribs, and fides, to be ſo caked 
and hard, as that it, not being diſſolved, the Nagge could never after 
enjoy himſelte, which cauſcd him to waſt and dwindle of his feſb, 
and languiſhing dy, which ſoſoone as I cpied, I preſently told the 
Gentlemn the owner of the Nag, that the Ambler had given him that 
Infirmity ( the Negge being then very fat ) and after in his heate put 
' himintothe water, which the owner examining found to bee moſt 
- | true, as well from the reportof honeſt neighbours who lived adjz- 
centto the Ambler, as ( after ſome {mall preſſure ) from the ingenu-

Nei- 
ther muſt yoube too buſie in adminiſtring unto him Purges, but Cor- 
dials, as Diapemte,Diateſſeron, Duke powder,Cordiall powder and ſuch 
like reſtoratives,alſo by giving him good meart, as good ſtrengthning 
bread and hartning,well made and of purpoſe for;him, if he will cate

by mcanes of cvill and corrupt 4umors,which do gather tothe place,

| En y ingendred through heat, like as cold begetteth Flegme, 
whic 


cauſcth the ficknefle and ill diſpoſition of the Liver, together 
with its payne and anguiſh, whence proceede inflamations, and Im- 
poſtuma:ions, ſtoppings, obſtructions, knobs, yea and very pernici- 
ous VIcers, every of which do cauſe the generall Conſumption and 
diſcaſe thereof.

It commerh by a heat inthe 
bload, whereby is ingendred a billious, ſhirp, or hot humout which 
breedethto a Tetter or Ring-worme, but moſt commonly it feazcth 
the rumpe of the horſe, running down all along thejoyzes, till ir get in- 
tothe zale, where I have known it to remainſolong, untill ſuch 
time as it came to be a Cankey: bur yer ſoractimes again, it will ſeaze 
ſome fleſhy part of the body of a horſe, and ſo torment him through its 
continuall itching, as that the horſe will (with frequent rubbing him- 
ſclfe againſt poſts, pales, trees, and walles, &c. as alſo with his teeth 
(if he can come tothe place) bring away the hayre, yea the skin and 
fleſhalſo. And this diſeaſe many ignorant Ferries have taken to be 
_ elſc bur the louſe ofa Hog, which to kill or deſtroy, they 
onely apply a little ſope. But I have often known it ro proveanother 
thing, viz. a formall Ring-worme or Tetter : it is ealily known by the 
falling away of the hayre, by reaſon of the borſes continuall {crub- 
bing when tis inthe fleſby part; but if it get into the joywe, betwixe the 
top ofthe rump and the #ayle, then you ſhall know ic by a kinde of 
ſcab, which you may with your finger feele, and if you ſcrape or

*| meth parſive and ſhort winded, when the pipe is t00 much filled, with 
fat or other phlegwaticke ſtuffe, whereby he is very much ſuffocated, 
which cauſcth ts /wngs to labour the more,and therefore if you ſhall 
be ne to follow my countell, never breed with that horſe that is 
cock-thropled 


This diſcaſe commeth lecondly by accident, when a horſe ſhall be 
too hard ſtrained upon his water, like as many of your ignorant 
tedries (ec to doe, when morning and evening they doe th them 
watering courſes (as they are frequently ſo termed) fo allothis infir- 
mity commeth by riding, gallopping, or ſtraining a horſe upon a full 
fomacke, before he hath either digeſted his meat, or empticd him- 
ſelte; for by this meancs phlegmaticke humours do diſtill out of the 
headinto the winde-pipe, and fo fall upon the lungs, where they doc 
reſt, and there congeale, hindring the drawing of his breath: it comes 
allo by Colds, Glanders, and the like; the fignes are ſo apparant, as 
that they need no diſcription, onely this inconvenience (beſides ma- 
ny more) it bringeth with it; as to be heavy, ſad, and dull in travell, 
be marvellons ſubje& to ſweats. and be ready to fall down if he be 
| butalictle ſtrained. A right skilfull Ferrier not Jong fince told me 
| of a ſtrange cure inthis kinde, which a Gentleman Groome relateth to 

| him of a Gelding which the Groowe had in his ſaid keeping, who was 
{o parſrve( or as we plaincly lay) broken.-winded, as that he became al- 
moſt unuſefull, and his cure was after this manner; he ſuffered his 
Gelding to cate what he would, as well his fill (vis.) of good Hay, 
as of Provender, but debarred him of all drink for the ſpace of two 
o- threedayes together, then leaping his backe, he rode him upon a 
foot pace to the water, at which time he ſuffered him to drink his 
fill, then comming forth of the water, he clapt ſpurres ſuddenly to 
him, and ran him witha looſe hand upon the top of his ſpeed ſo
